the other, to write his viſion and make it plaine vpon 
tables, that he may runne that readeth it. And as Has 

ballul was here by Gods owne mouth enioyned to 

doe: ſo it is likely all the other Prophets were accu - 


ſtomed: onelie he after a more ſtraunge and plaine 


maner, to moue the people better to marke this do- 
ctrine. And after theſe ſermons had ſtoode a ſuffici- 
ent time vpon the dores of the temple, the prieſtes 
which had the governement thereof, tooke them 
don, and laid them vp ſafely and kept them among 
their other holy and ſacred records. And ſo by this 
meanes, it is thought the ſermons of the Prophets 
were reſerved and came to our hands. Surely this 
cuſtome were veric neceſſary for our daies. For as 
many amongſt vs heare the word of Godioifully, & 
receiue his ſeede gladly, ſo they forget the ſame (as 
it ſhould ſeeme) as ſpeedily, and keepe not that good 
ſeede in their hearts carefully. And hereof commeth 
fo ſmal fruit ot ſo great labouis: The word goeth in 
at the one eare and out at the other: The paſtor 
Az prea- 
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preach ech to theminthe Church. but tharpincher 
' 'andpoler covetouſne!e preacheth to them at home 


in their houſes, And one worde of his, is of more 
weight with them then whole ſermons ofthe other, 
And the reaſon is, becauſe he is ſtil preſent with the, 
ſtil] drawing them, and daily perlvading them: And 
the other but one onlie houre in a day. or perchance 
once in a weeke: So that hereby that ſubtil enemĩe 
Satan hath no ſmal advantage. Now if Gods peo- 


ple had preſent with them allo at home before heir 


eies, and at hand in their houſes, the triac le & moſt 


aſſured and approved Mithridate of gods word, mm. 


gled and made fir for them by the skilfull Phiſitions 
of their ſoules, to taſt of againſt his poiſoned perſua- 
ſions, as wel as they haue in the Chuceh and congre- 
gation: I doe not thinke that this poiſon could doe 


ſo much harme, or that it coulde infect ſo manie as 


it dach. The Prophet David pronounceth that man 
Bleſled, that hath nos walked in the counſel of the ungodly, 
be they accuũted never ſowiſe in this wor ld: nor ſtand 
in the way of ſinners, though it be ne vet ſo gaineful. ner 
fre in the chaire of the ſcornefull, though ir be never ſo 
ſtately and worſhipful. Bus bis delight is in hearing the 
Lewe of the Lord preached and ae vnto him, and 
vpon that wil he meditate at home in his houſe, & vp · 


on his bed even day and nighi: & loolę vbatſoe ver ſuch 
amn geoih about or talęch in hand, it ſhal proſper. The 
childten ot Iſtaell in paſſing over Jordene,were not 


onlie commaunded to followe the arke of God, the 
prieſts bearing iron their ſhoulders:but alſo ihat 12. 
men ſhould tale owt 12. lone, the priefles abiding ſtill yet 
in lordane, and carrie them home to their lodgings, a: per 
petuail and domeſiicali ſchoolemaſters, of that great and 
mightie deliverance, end conduftion of them by the Lorde: 
So all Chriſtians, muſt not onelie followe the prea ·

' ceedes Iſaac, he hath innumerable and wonderfull 
in Kore, as wel for his younger, as elder children. In 


the firſt age, they were compelled to write their wile- 
dome and knowledge vpon the batkes of trees, to 


ijngraue ĩt in lead or in ſtone, for a monument that ic 
might come to their proſperity. Hence we read, that 


Plato gaue one hundrerh pouads for three of Pitha- 
gorz5 bookes : So deare and ha rd to be come by, was 

earning at that day. Hence Auguſtine ſaid true lie, 
ſpeaking of the ſeven wiſe men of Greece: O poore 
worlde,and naked of wiledome, which couldſt finde, 
but ſeren,amongehy thouſands, and thoſe fooles to. 
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| Por lacke of the heavenly knowledge. And O happy 


Addaies of ours, wherin wiſedome floweth as a ſtreame, 
An all places: in compariſon of thoſe {mall droppes

they enioyed, But to come nearer to our time, even 


fince chriſt, in the fathers daies, how ſcant was lear- 
ning, and how hard to be obteined. l reade of Pam 
philus Paſtor of c æſarea thus much in S. Ierome, that 


viris illuſt. he wrote out with his owne hand almoſt all Origens 


workes, and that Jerome found vpon the twelue (mal 
Prophets twenty five volumes of Origens qu: ſtions 


vuritten with his owne hand, which he loved, & kept

with as great care, as if he had poſſeſſed all cræſus ris 
ches. O precious bookes, O painfull paſtor, The bene 
fit that god hath beſtowed vpon vs in compariſon of 
them is vnſpeakeable, which may haue Origen and 
Auguſtine, and all the fathers, for a ſmall price, with 
a little labour, by the art of Printing. And as we haue 
received at gods handes this moſt excellent talente. 
ſo we ought in duetie to vſe the benefite thereof as 
much as in vs lieth, everie man to the building of 
his Church, and vanquiſhing of his enemies If a- 
mong the Iewe⸗ the prophets tooke paines to write 
their ſermons againe, aftet their vttering of them 
that Gods people might be the better edified: ſure- 
lie the ſame neceſſitie lieth even vpon vs. Our peo 
ple, lacke as much this helpe of Printing againe 
the word in their harts, by reading it after the prea- 
ching as the Jewes did, and the waie to vs to doe it, 


is more eaſie then to them. Therefore me thinkes, 


they axe greatly to be commended, that not onelie 
feede the flocke of chriſt, but feede it as much as alſo 
in them lieth, that is, by all meanes poſſible, that is 
noxonely preach chriſ in the houle: but even onthe 
houſe top, that is,publiſh to all, even to all the world, 
as much as in them lieth, by ſpeaking, by writing,

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by Printing Leu Chrif, and the wholſome doctrine

the Lozd in Sion, this bluſhing of the lunne and 
moone declare ſurely the comming ok Ieſus 
Chriſt.

and counterfeit holines of our dates. And E- Iude. 


noch alſo the ſeventh from Adã propheſied 
of ſuch ſaying. Beholde the Lord commeth 
vVWith thouſands of ſaints to giue iudgment a- 
gainſt al men and to rebuke all the vngodly 
among them, of their wicked deedes & cur. 
ſed ſpeeches. 55 

And among the Pꝛophets Daniel, Efay, 
and Malachi haue moſtplainely declared to vs 


this great miſtery . Whereof the one ſawe as 
it were with his eies the thzone ſet and the an- 


tient o daies ſitting in indgement,and all fleſh 
Fommonedto appeare befoze him: The other 
pꝛopheſied that the daie of the Lobe ſhoulde 
come like a ſiery oven to deſtroy all the vngod- 
ly, and that they ſhoulde be all as a ſtubble:now 
Eſay in this plate ſheweth vs, what the Lowe 
will doe with the earth, howe the Lozve ſhall 
malie it empty q deſolate : even as after a great

conqueſt,the — deſtroy c 8 and 
ſpoile all things, lo ſhall the Lozvedeftroy the

But to let thele authoꝛities palle which are 
molt plaine,and pꝛoue that there ſhal be an end, 
J wil come to plainer p2oofes,that they which 
cannot reade mate conceiue, and that they alſo 
map beleue, and pꝛepare themſelues and looke 
fo: this comming ot this great indge, to call 
them to this account and reckoning. And here 
ſurely as in other thinges almoſt which we vle, 
lo alſo in eyils, and troubles, and ſfozmes, and 
tempelts, we are to pꝛaiſe the loving kindnelle 


\ ofthe Lozd. Ye peſtoweth no good thing of vs 


without ſome ſignification of it befoze, no no 
no evil thing neither without ſome token oꝛ flo⸗ 


riſhing. So ſmoke alwaies goeth befoze fire, 


to declare that fire is in kindling, & the whirle⸗ 
winde befoze the tempeſt, to tell when that the 
fone js in byeeving : ſotheſwallowes 3 befoze: 

the ſpꝛing toſignifie that the ſpzing is coming: 
ſo the fall of theleaues of trees, to teftifie and 
fozewarne that winter is appꝛoching. And e⸗ 
ven ſo alſo in death it ſelle, in the winter of our 
age, he ſendethtokens befoze thereof evident d 
manileſt, that olde age is now in comming, and

ende ok it allo appꝛocheth. And mate we not 
perceiue now the extinguiſhing ol natural heat 
in the ſoule,and the excelle andencreaſe ofheate 

vnnaturall and inoꝛdinate, and the diſtempe- 
rature of all the members? Charityoftruthis 


the flame andlight of the holy Shoſt, which 
is ſhed in our heartes towardes God and our 


neighbours, which of our ſelues wee cannot 
baue: And it is accoꝛving to our ſaviours Pꝛo⸗ 
pheſie, waren colde, nap plainly froſen in ma⸗ 
np, as we ſee, Doth not the inoꝛdinate heate ot 


riches and ok this wozld daily increaſe, & ware 


hoter # hoter? And are not al degrees of men, al 


members of this body, out of temper:Dothnot 
every man almoſt ſigh and complatne 2 Doeth 
not W earth grone and ſigh?

Abels blond out ot the earth ⸗ ſo nowe allo the 
eunrth it ſelte crieth to god. The earth now gro · 


neth and ſigheth, laith S. Paul, being againſt it 
wil ſubiect to vanity. But alas nowit is ſubiect 
to cruelty, to oppꝛeſlion, to hard and vncharita- 
ble dealings. And doth it crie out oftheſe? Yes 
verily. If it beare with gronings the vaine dea⸗ 
lings ok men in trimming and digging her, fox 
their plealures:ſurely it cannot beare the man⸗ 
gling and ſcozching of her face without crying 
out and exclaiming, and that to the hurt ofthe 
pooze.So that now ſhe eve ligheth (being wea⸗ 
ry ot crying) koꝛ iniuries and wꝛongs cõmitted 
vpon her: Now ſhe even gaſpeth fo2 life. The 
earth heretofoze hath beene full of vanity, but 
now the daics of Noah are come vpon vs. The 
earth is now filled with cruelty, inlomuch that 
everp odde cozner is acruell habitation & pay- 
eth a cruel rent, which is moſt lamentable, and 
that of pooze mens ſweates and labours.

vnto agreeth, vrging the ſame doctrine with 
two foꝛcible reaſgs: loue not the world (faith 
he)aorthethingsthat are in the world: for if

Pere is alinelp deſcription , of the latter 
ijudgoment.that it ſhalbe moſt aſſuredly, and of 
the tokens of it, and of the fozme of it, with fire, 
and of the maners of the wozld at that time, In 
the firſt verle ſhe pꝛopheſieth that the earth ſhal 

ine a token oz ſigne ofthis iudgement, by her

not far ol And what this metaphoꝛ ofſwearing

There ſhalbe like ſervant, like maiſter. 
The authozity of government ſhall be bzoken, 
ſervants ſhall not paſſe fo2 their maiſters: they 
will be as good as they, they will chagſe their 
wozks,thep cannot abide their maſters checks 
02 rebukes,they cannot riſe ſoearly, and ſit vp 
ſo late, and take ſuch hard fare:they will marry 
rather, they willnomozeofthat, This one 
thing cauſeth ſomanp beggars. Foz whethele 
maſterleſſe ſervants are once married, and the 
little ſubſtance that they haue gotten, either in 
their maſkers ſervice,o2 els that by their frieds 
was left them. is ſpent, fo2 lacke ofmaintenice 
and of wozke, thepare conſtrained to go a beg⸗ 
ging. Thus the Lozd plagueth and humbleth 
every where dailp, ſuch hauty and naughty ſer- 
bantes,and pet one wil not take heed of another. 
In delpiſing their maſters, in diſobeying them, 
they deſpile and dilobey even God himſelfe: fo2 
Eb. 5. s. ſervants accoꝛding to S. Pauls leſſon, ſhould 
obey their bodily maiſters in all things with 


feare and trembſing, even as the Lorde: not 

with ſervice to the eie, as men pleaſers: but as 

the ſervants of Chriſt, doing the will of God 
r. pes. a. 8. from the heart. And as S. Peter ſaieth, they 
ſhould obey them not onely if they be good 
and 
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and courteous, but if they be perverſe and 


riched him, and made him a miniſter, g a migb⸗ 


froward. For that is thanke worthy with god. 
But thele good leſſons ſervants cannot abide 
to heare. Jftheir maiſters be ſharpe with the a 
little, chough it be fo their defaults, they will 
tarry no longer, chey paſſe not, as ſhould ſeeme 
fo2 thanks at gods hands. Againe another thing 
that hurteth lervãts is pꝛide. They mult ſyend 


their whole yeares wages in bꝛaue and ine ap- 


pareU, they muſt haue their fine bands, their 
doublet collers faced with ſilke, their conlours 
in their ierkins and hole, and hat, like gentle 
men: and the maide lervante either cambiicke 
ruffes, ſtarch and fringed 
capes. Let them rather learne humbleneſſe, 
meekenelle,centlenes,faithfulnes with Ioſuah, 
who was Moſes ſervant, with Iacob, which 
ſerved Laban many peares; he was one, that 
looked to his cattell: In the day he was couſu- 


heticoates, anticaſtly 


med with heate and with froſt inthe night, his 


fleepe departed from his ties. yea aud whatfoe- - 


ver was loſt, he made it good. This paines 
tooke Iacob, and after God blefſedhim, and en 


tp pꝛince, father ofthe twelue Patriarchs. So 
the Lozd in time wil bleſſe and advance al faith

painted on this manner: wii the ſnowte of a 
ſwine, the eares ok an alte, the ferte ok an hart, 
with hands wide open, w his garments clean- 
ly,andon his head a bonnet, having on his back 
acouteftaff,with two vellels, the one having in 
it fire the other water, This deleriptiõ though 
it be rude and homely : pet it teaxheth plainely 
ſervants their duties. The lwines ſnowte de. 
clareth, they muſt not be dainty mouthed they 
muſt be content with any meate God hath pꝛo 
vided fo2 man: The alle eares, that they muſt 
patiently heare the ſharpe ſpeeches ok their ma⸗ 
ters, without anſwering againe. The harts 
feete, that they muſt be ſwift in doing their bu- 
ſines⸗their hands wide open, that they mulf der 
faithfull,not deteipttull, they muſt doe nothing 
cloſely 02 lecretly : theymult haue their chefks, 
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cocall them to accompt: Their garmentes 


ccomelp andhoueſt which the- bonnet declares,

not be llovenly, but hanlome, and 
teemelpapparelled, and pet not proudly aboue 


beit degrees. The coulſtaffon their ſhoulder,

one befoze them, and the other behinde their dil⸗ 
eretion in their buſines: They muſt not mingle 
fire and water together. 

Thus in France ſerpants may on the doo2es 
ſee painted out to them their duties; Jwoulde 
theſe conditions were pꝛinted in the heartes of 
dur ſervants here in England. 


The holy ſcripture allo teacheth maſters their 


duties in many places: Maſters ought to haue 


 acareofthe faith, manners and converlation 


ond apparell of their ſervants, The ruler in the 
Golpeltbeleeved and all his houſhold, Cor- 
nelius alſo we reade in the Acts, was a devout 


man, and one that feared God, & al his houſ- 


holde, which gaue much Ames tothe people 
and praied to God continyally And the Loꝛd 
faid, ĩhal I hide from Abraha the thing which 
Idoeſ meaning the deſtruction ofSodom)ſce- 
ing that Abraham ſhalbe in deede a great & 
nge nation, & all the nations of cba | 

| alde 
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ſhalbe bleſſed in him? ForIknow that he wil: 

command his ſons, and his houtholde after 
him, that they keepe the way ofthe Lorde, to 
doe righteouſneſſe, and iudgement, that the 
Lord may bring vpon Abraham, the thing he 
hath ſpoken vnto him. 'By theſe places we 
map learne, that rulers, mighty men, and infe- 
riours alſo, ought to haue care ot the faith of 
their kamilies, ought to command them to fear 
the Loꝛde, to keepe the ſabbaoth, to bꝛing them 
with them to the Church to pꝛaiers: that they 
map pꝛoſper and continuallie eniop the Lozdes 
good bleſſings, the which hee hath made vnto 
them, Foz lacke ofthis care Jam perſwaded, 
many maſters and families, and many mighty 
men, which haue been other wiſe, woꝛldly care; 
ful enough, haue decaped and come to poverty. 
God blcſſed all Putip hars affaires fo; Ioſephs 
ſabe, though he were an Aegyptian, and a hea- 


then man: And Sod bleſſed Labans flocke fo2 


Jacobs ſake: And ſo( no doubt) God would bleſle 
vs, and our flockes, and our affaires, if we had 
good ſervants, Queene Saba noten in Salomõ 
a Chiefe point ok his wiſedome, the ſitting ol his 
ſervants, their apparell:as Sabi here comens 
ded Salomon, lo; this governing his lervants, 
in their apparel, in their maners and o2der : ſo 
God wil condemne negligent maſters herein. 
But maſters nowe a daies little regarde theſe

and teare God in pieces, to ride befoze th like 


things. They wil ſuffer their ſervits to lweare 


ruffians without controlement;they never era⸗ 
mine them of their faith, whether they be Chi- 
ſtians oz Atheiſts, they thinke it pertaineth not 
to them. 

In Deutronomy allo, we reade theſe leſſons 
fo2 all houſholders, and maſters of families 
which God commanded Moles, to teach t he II- 
raelites: againſt that time they Gould enter to 
enioy the lãd of Canaan: Firſt, that they ſhould 
loue the Lord their God with all their heart, 
with all their ſtrength: And that his worde 
ſhould be in their heart, and that they ſhould 
rehearſe them continually vnto their chil- 
dren, and that they ſhould talke ofthem at 
home in their houſes, and in their iourneies 
as they ride abroade. This thing, it it were ob⸗ 
ſerved, ik men would talke on Gods woꝛde as 


they it by p fire in their houſes, it would make 1 


them cunning ſchollers therein. But now it ts 


vnſavoꝛp in their mouthes; fo} lacke ofvſe,they 


are not acquainted with it. which is a ſigne of 


the ſicknes of the ſoule, that cannot taſfo2 rea- 


* lih any better her onely foode . It will make 
our ſo 


les ffrong as Saint Iohn ſaith if Gods 
word abide in them, without foode what can 
be ſkrong? They that would haue their ſoules 
ſtrong. let them vle their diet. To this —_ 
that 
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dwell plenteouſly among you. Every houlſ- 
holder ſhould entertaine this gealt in his houſe, 
and bee familiarlp acquainted with it. Se- 
condly that they beeing enriched and having 
houſes full ot all manner ol godds, they ſhoulde 
take heede, leaſt they foꝛget the Loꝛd their god, 
which was the authoꝛ of all cheir bleſſings, but 
ſhould keare him, ſerue him, and lweare by his 
name. Though they were nowe ol might, yet 
they Gould feare hun, though they were never 
ſo rich, pet they ſhould ſerue him, and in indge- 
ment they ſhould peeld him this honoz, to ſwear 
by his name, Thirdly that they ſhouldnot tẽpt 
God as their kozekathers did in that great day 
of temptation. Dilputing ok his power, mur⸗ 
muring at his wozks,dilkrulking ok his fatherly 
p20vidence over them: But that in al things. 
they ſhould reioite and pzalſe the Low. Fourth⸗ 
ly that they ſhould teach their childze how they 
were Pharoes bondmen, how God mightily de⸗ 
livered them, how he gaue them a land flowing 
with milke and honep . Ikthe Iewes were thus 
bound to teach their childzen their deliverance 
out of Aegypt, and from Pharoes thꝛaldome: 
Much mode we are bound to teach our chilvzen 
and families, every one ot vs, our great delive- 
rance from that ſpirituall Pharaoh, the Devil, 
and from the ſpirituall Aegypt ol hell, wm

There ſhall no 
deceiptful perſon dwell in my houſe, he that 
telleth lies, ſhal not tarry in my ſi ght. e eſtee⸗ 
meth the chiefe thing in his ſervants, the religi⸗ 
on of their hearts, the vertues ok their mindes, 
and then next the wozkes of therr bodies, But 
wee quite contrary never haue regarde foz the 
moſt part, neither in hiering our ſervats, noꝛ in 
barbozing o2 keeping them, ok their religion oꝛ 
faith of their conditiõs:but only ok their wozks, 
if they can plow and ſaw wel. David would not 
haue a liar tarry in his ſight; And how doe we 
ſuffer thoſe which are ſtained with all maner of 

fins to attend vpon vs, and never rebuke them: 
Ve maſters ſaith S. Paul) doe to your ſer- 


Vvants that which is iuſt, and equall, knowing 


that you haue a maſter in heaven: Giue them 
their dueties, in wages, in meate, in all manner 
ok humanity, and alſo in their wozkes, oppꝛelle 
them not, let their wozks be equal: wiſh thẽ not 
to doe moe, then they are able, noꝛ at times vn- 
convenient, God hath made the night foꝛ mã to

Wany young beginners will take pꝛenti⸗ 
ſes,and fo2 lacke of this one thing, becauſe they 
allowe them not meate ſuffictent, make them 
runne away and fozſake both maſter and occu- 
pation, and altogether. And this is one thing, J 
ſuppoſe, that maketh ſo many pꝛentiles runne 


from their maſters at this day, moze then haue 


beene accuſtomed heretofoze. The ſecond thing 
is cozrection moderately , if they doe amille. 
Here they ought to play the fathers, not the ty- 
rants, not to be over ſharpe oꝛ fierce in coꝛrec⸗ 
ting them: they muſt doe like good ſurgeans, 
and ſeeke by all meanes poſſible, to heale and 
not cut olf:remembꝛing they were once ſervãts 
tbemlelues: And that ik they be two rigozous, 
they haue alſo a maſter in heaven, who will alſo 
mealure to them, the ſame meaſure againe in 
their mamfold and daily treſpaſſes, that they 
meaſure themſelues to others: as that parable 


in the 18. of S. Matth. Goſpell doth plainely 
teach vs. And yet they muſt coꝛꝛect too: Foꝛ

to giue their ſervants is meate enough and ſuf- 
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neing,) the moſt towarde and belt natures wil 


become wilde and fruitleſſe. And the laſt thing 


that belongeth to a ſervant is wozke: But now 


a dates moſt men will looketo this firff:.

all inne and wickedneſſe:Df luch idle ſervats, 
come ſo many ſwearers, adulterers, riotous 
perſons, theeues, as we haue at this day: Thele 


Unnes are commonly the fruits ok idleneſle. It 


is an old ſaping he that hath one ſervant hath a 
whole ſervant, and he that hath two hath but

Ik thou haſt a ſervant, intreat him 
as thy bꝛother, becauſe he is even as thy lelfe(oꝛ 
as it is in the greeke)as thy own ſoul. And this 
is twiſe repeated in this verſe, A good ſervant 
ſhould be to a man as his own ſoule:And who 
would not ve his owue ſoule well?

And ik he run away, thou wilt ſeeke him ⸗And in

But A know one (faith Auguſtine) who has 
ving a booke offered him to be lolde of one that 
knew not what it was woꝛth, gaue him moꝛe 
fo2 it, then he required 02 looked foz: So ſhould 
a good conſcience rule both buyer and ſeller, # 
tet this ſharpe and harde naile of ſinne, haue no 
place betweene them. 

In Merchants we may oblerue theſe faults.

ence, Cher ought to receiue a competent New

Now if 
thycloth being ſolde foz a day, would laſt lon- 
ger, then the ſame ſolve fo2 pꝛelent money; Dz 
thy cozne ſolde fo a dap, would peelde mote en- 
creaſe, then that thou voeſt ſell fo pꝛelent mo- 
nepz thou mighteſt encreaſe thy pꝛice. But ſe⸗ 
ing the things and kruits of them are al one, the 
pꝛice ſhoulde allo be all one accoĩding to Gods 
rule there pꝛeſcribed. The lixt kault is to ſhewe 
one ching and ſell an other, oz to mingle their 
— wares. And in this they are like to Satan which 
er is. turneth himſelfe into an angell of light, wh? 
as 


as in derde he is a Devil. The ſeventh fault is, 
to hide truth, and to maintame falſhood; which 
is a rebellion againſt the kingdome of lefus 
Chriſt, and a maintenance of Satans dominion: 
Foꝛ Chriſt came to beare witnes of the truth. 
Laſtly they chooſe darke places to vtter their 
wares in, to dec2iue the cies ofthe buyers: And 
in this they pꝛoue themſelues fooliſh merchits 
that fo2 gaining a little earth wil purchaſe hel: 
fo2 no doubt they which loue darkneſſe, ſhalbe 
calt into vtter darkneſle. 

Thele ſins J founde noted in an olde perch- 
ment booke,wherewtch the Devill had tained 
the Merchantes in thole daies: J pꝛay God

dur Merchants at this dax. 


But as Merchants are not without faults, 


ſo vitteilers are not without ſin as Eccleſiaſti- 
cus doth ad:chieflp of al others, they pꝛophane 
the Loꝛds ſabboth, which the Lozd comandeth 
every one that he remember to oblerue # keepe 
holy: Then commeth in their gaine. Jntimeof 
pꝛaiers they ſuffer often gaming a playing in 
the:rhoules, they ſuffer men to ſpend their ſub⸗ 
ſtance alp they haue, in ryot & exceſle, they care 
not, ſo that they may haue their maney. They 
ſuffer them to ſin in dzunkennes, 6 ſwearing: 
never rebuke thẽ. As they dught to giue dzinke 


to the thirty: ſo they ought to deny dzinke to 


him 


him whom they lee is overcharged with dꝛinke 
already: This they account their liwing: They 
ſuffer men to ſpende their time, in vanity and 
idlenelle, in gaming in their houſes, and never 
repꝛoue them, this they account is no ſinne; but 
thele are grievous ſins: Time is the moſt pꝛeti⸗ 
ous thing in the wozld, which being loſt cannot 
be gotten againe, noz as other things loſt, doth 
any other good. Therefoze we muſk take heede

the Apoſtle) and haw can we winne the goale, 


ik we runne not ik we ſit ſtil idle? Our life is a 


ſeedfurrowe: And who wil loaſe a day in ſeed- 
furrowe? We are commanded to redeeme 
the time. And who wil ſet light by that he pay⸗ 

eth twiſe foꝛꝛ The fooliſh virgins were exclu- 

ded the marriage for neglecting the time: let 

vs beware we be not like them. This repꝛo- 

veth thole which thinke they neede not wozke, 

they may lit at the alehoule al the day they haue 

enough: But they are deceived: Mats bone to 

labour as the birde to flie, howe wealthy howe 

rich ſoever he be. S. Paul ſaith, that not onely 

they which doe commit ſinnes are worthy of 

death, but alſo they that favour them that do 

them, which conſent vnto them, vchich re- 

proue them not. Therefoze theſe vitteilers, 
being fo2 the molt part, the harbozers and main 
tainers and furtherers of theſe and 1 
| Unnes 


ſinnes, are guilty. Beſides this, they are not 
without ſin, in ſelling their victuals over deare, 
in pinching their mealures, fo repelling pooze 
travillers many times, fo2 whole cauſe they 
were chiefely oꝛdained x in harbozing evil dil 
poled perſons. Thele ſurely make gaine their 
God, oz elſe they would never ſuffer god in their 
houſes foz a little gaine to bee diſhonouredſs 
greatly: And therfoze without all doubt manis 
vitteilers are not without ſinne. 

But to let theſe paſſe, what ſhall J ſpeake of 


our buyers and ſellers ofcozne 2 Surely thep 


pervert all lawes ol buying and ſelling. This 


contract was at the firſt oꝛdeined, moſt of all o⸗ 


ther to benefite the common wealth, and nowe 
ok all other, it moſt hurteth it. Fo2 whereas god 
woulde haue no man to liue without anocher, 
but that he ſhould ſtande in neede, either of the 
hand, oz helpe, oz counſel, o2 goods ot his bꝛo- 
ther:this buying and ſelling was 02dained as a 
meanes, to impart and cõmunicate theſe goods 
one to another, to both their pꝛofits. Me ſhould 
ſell, that had abundance, and he ſhould buy, that 
wanted. Here is the right vſe of buying and ſel- 
ling. But now he ſels that wants, foz neceſſity, 
and he bupes that needes not, fo2 covetouſnes, 
to make a dearth. This is the perverſity and 
commd pꝛactiſe ot our daies. They which haue 
abundance wil not (el their copne pet, they hope 


that : 
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that it wil be dearer hereafter. The pooze man 
he muſt needes ſell pꝛeſently, to maintaine his 
familp, to pay his rents. And that which he lels. 
the rich coꝛmoꝛant buyes, that hath money en- 

augh lying by him, that like a Lyon lyeth larc- 
king in the thee viſh cozners ofthe ſtreetes, and 
that to raviſh the pooze: to hooꝛd it vp, that hee 
map ſell it dearer after. They which vſeſuch 
dealings, may while they line, fitlp be compa- 
ted to ſpiders, who ſpꝛeade out their nets to 
catch the pooze ſilly flies, and when they haue 
taught them, eat them. So thele men deviſe by 
al means poſſible, by giving long dates of pap⸗ 


ment, to intangle pooze men, and when they 
haue taught them in their boundes, conſume 


them to nothing. And in their deaths may be 
compared to wine, which never doe good, till 
they die as they lay: No moze doe they. A pooꝛe 
man map die foz foode, befoze they wil giue him 
a pecke ok cone, : 
And theſe buyers commonly dwel in market 
townes, and wait to get into their hands al the 
cozn(ifit were pollible /in the coũtry: nay they 
will not onely wait at home, but they will tra- 
vel abꝛoad into the country, to thole men whom 
they know haue great plenty ol coꝛne to ſel, and 
wil bargain afozehand with them, fo2 as much 
as they can ſpare: And ſo wil pꝛevent the mar: 


bet, x al pꝛomoting ok foxltalling,as they terme 


it. 
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it. And when they haue it in their garnert, they 
make the pꝛite at their pleaſure, they rule the 4 
market: thus to gain thẽſelues ſome ſmal tri- I 
fle, they vndoe both their neighbozs & p coficry. _ 
Theſe may be compared tothat diſeaſe which | 
is called the wolle, which wil devour every vate 1 
a great deale ofmeate , and pet the body which 1 
hath p dileale, is never the katter, but leaner.So 11 
theſe men devour and poſleſſe a great deale, but .

every day to lend to markets. But good Chi- 
ſtians muſt not meaſure matters by their owne 
gaine, oꝛ by their trouble, but by the pleaſing ol 
their God, That wap they muſt deale, as their 
conſcience tels them, they may beſt pleaſe God, 
and p)ofit their bzethzen, though it be trouble- 
ſome, and not ſo gaineful vnto them. Tho will 
not take paines fo2 his maſters ſake, that hee 
loues? nap who will not, to pleaſe his maſter, 
bid gaine and eaſe and pleaſure and al farewel? 
now God is our maſter, t map iuſtly demande 
this at the handes ofche richeſt and beſt of 1 
al. 


all. Foz our felues and all we haue, are his. Vp 
him we liue, moue, and haue our being, yea and 
our buping and lelling. and gayning, and al that 


James. 4. we haue are by his wil, as S Iames teacheth al 
| merchãts and buyers and ſellers, Some other 


will ſell at home to their pooze neighbours, but 
they will make them pay koz their eale, they ſhal 
pay aboue the market ſome thing, oz elſe they 
will let them haue none: And what reaſon oz e⸗ 
quity is this: that one, ſabing the travel ot his 
hole, the wozke ok his ſervant , theerpences of 
ſome monep there, by ſelling his cozne at home, 
ſhould pet make the pooze pay fo? it dearer then 
thep could buy it inthe markets But they will 
lap, i they be not content with it, let them goe 
mend themlelues, where they can. They knowe 
the pooꝛe man muſt needs haue it. e tãnot buy 
it in the market, becauſe he canno: then convey 
it home, And ſo knowing this his neceſſity(a- 
gainſt al conſcience) they will make him pay a⸗ 
boue al reaſon, o2 elſe he muſt go without, 02 
els hee and his childzen ſhall periſh fox want of 


foode. This is our common, and country mens 


dealing: but this is cruel and covetous and vn- 
neighbourly dealing. And that alſo which ma- 
keth their ſinne moze haynous; if they ſend any 
cone to the market, they will dꝛeſſe it very 
cleane,and it ſhalbe ot their beſt coꝛne. But if 
they ſel at home, they which bup.ſhalbe conſtrai⸗

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ned; to tube their woꝛlt 02 meaneſf ann not fo 
well dzeſſed. So that beholde here howe cove= 
touſnelle blindes theſe men, and marke the de⸗ 


grees ok this their ſinne. Firtethey will haue a 


pꝛice aboue the pꝛite in the market, ſecondly at 


home, thirdly ok their pooze bzethzen, then foz 


their woꝛzſt cozne,and laſtly fo2 cone skant wel 
dꝛeſſed. Theſe degrees are manileſt and rheſe 
make this a ſin in the higheſt degree ol compa- 
rifon, which moſt men accompt no ſinne but an 
almes, and neighbourlp deedee

Nap ſuteip this is bꝛutiſh cruelty; Is this the 
lawe of Chriſts Map lurelp this is ſatans ſale. 

She 
bought it deare to the deſtruction and vndoing 
ok all her poſterity : and yet ſatan pꝛetended 
great friendſhip to her in the matter, Surely 
ſuch is the friendſhip and ets of thefs' 
men; fo} a little lucre, andfo2 a litile gaine,ce 
ve as Eue fox an apple, they fozce not to bꝛeake, 
the lawe of God, the law ok nature, and the law 
civill.

25.14 


to thy brother, or buyeſt at thy neighbours 


hands, you ſhallnor oppreſſe one another, 


you ſhall not deale hardly one with another, 


yee ſhall deale charitably and mercifully in

was commaunded tothe Iewes, and ſhall not 
Thiiltians pꝛactiſe the ſame: Againe, thou 
ſhalt not beguile thy brother, nor rob thy bro 
ther. TUhere robbing by the high way, and dea; 
ling hardly, oppꝛeſling, beguiling thy bzother, 
in the market, in thy ſhop, are ioyned together. 
D. Paul alſo givetch the ſame doctrine to vs 
Chꝛiſtians. 1. Theſſ. 4. Thele Jewiſh lawes 
are not repealed oz abꝛogated but. eſtabliſhed e 
encreaſed, Let no man deale covetoufly with 
his bꝛother, oz overreach him in any manner. 
Though be be ſimple, though he offer thee too 
much, vet if the thing be not wozthit, thou 
ſhouldſt not overreach oz go beyond him: and 
the danger is great ol ſuch gaine: Foꝛ God is a 
revenger ok al ſuch.Doeſt thou feare the venge. 
ance of God: why then flie ſuch gaine: leaue of 
ſuch wiſedome. Though thou mighteſt, yet 0+ 
ver reach not thy bzother. 


Wie haue not the plenty ol Aegypt, no; the 
— Catfetyand fulneſſe of Sodom, but we haue the 


ſufficiency ofthe wilderneſle,7 of Gods church; 
let vs be content therwith, and thanke God fo2 
it. God ſendeth every peare cone to relieue, and 
ſuſteine the whole country: But our covetous 
conveiances, and hoggiſh hozders vp of it, make 
a dearth and ſcarcity. The Lozds hand deales 
plentifullp and ſufficiently with vs, and =

deth enough into our barnes and garners. And 
we like vniuſt and vnfaichfull fewards wil not 
accoꝛding to his pleaſure and commanvement 
diſtribute and devide it.

tone of Iury: But rather ſoꝛe oꝛ bleared eies, 
that maketh all the country adiopning lee the 
wozſe. Fo? in them commonly dwel rchmen. 
which buy much cone out of the country and 
pꝛivily, againſt charity, for their pꝛivate lucre, 
tothe hurt and hinderante ok a great number, 
and againſt the lawes ofthe realme, convey ic 
over 
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ober the ſeas. Andhereofcommeth commonly 
the dearth of cozne. Yereof the complaining 
and out crying of the pooꝛe: And doe they not 
thinke God will heare their cries : Thele Ha; 
ven townes allo, are a cauſe of dearth of other 
things: by repelling ſtraungers, that bꝛing in 
their commodities, when as they themſelues 
are ſtoꝛed ſufficiently with ſuch kinde ol mer« 
chandiſe. Thep paſſe not fo2 the country, they 
reſpect onely their owne lucre; they will make 
the country buy all at their hands. This is not 
charity, this is notneighbcurhood: In times 
paſt this dealing in thoſe places was not vſed? 
The countrey man might haue come in and 
bought at the Haven, any thing as wel as them⸗ 
lelues, when the ſtraunger had bꝛought in his 
wares: Then they were happy eies to the coun⸗ 
try: Then both themſelues and the country 
was enriched: But now they are bleared eies: 
They neither pꝛolper themlelues, and hurt the 
country alſo. 
This contract ok buping, ot all other is moſf 
plual and common. Jtthts be violated o2 aby- 
ſed,theſocietp ol mans life periſheth. This is 
like the aire we bꝛeath, and the water we ble. 
If theſe bee coꝛrupted what followeth but a 
plague ? Surely of the perverting okthis one 


+ Lontract, pꝛoceede all the impoveriſhings and 


, bndoings of our age. ( Dfgentlemen by let- 


ting 


ting thetr farmes and paſfureg, ofmerchants 
by ſelling their wares, and of rich men their 
copne, Smalcharity,equity oz conſcience,ma- 
ny times, in anp of theſe. They will haue the 
vttermoſt farthing, either by pꝛicc, by rente, oꝛ 
vy tine: they will allowe nothing fo2 the pooꝛe 
tennant to liue on, to maint aine his family. 
maintaine himſelke if hee ſhoulde bee ſicke, 
to ayde his Pꝛince if neede ſhoulde bee. And 
theſe great rentes and exceſſiue fines, (ebbing 
and flowing manie times like the lea befoze 
halfe the yeares be expired) are foz no cauſe els, 
but to maintaine pzide and vanity withall.

his peares be expired, oz elſe another ſhall take 
it over his heade , Js not this ſiune? Is not 
this harde dealing? Surelp they that are not 
ſtarke blinded with covetoulneſſe, muſt needes 
confeſle it. But let thoſe oppꝛellours looke to it, 
and remẽber that of wicked men, (as faith Da- 
vid) this i is the firſt marke, there is no conſtan. 
cy in their mouthes. And in another Pſalme,

they are licentious and ſpeake wickedly of 
their oppreſſion: they talke pzeſumptuoully, 


they thinke they may ſpeake and pꝛomiſe what 
they liſt, and perfo2me at their pleaſure. here 
fore the people fall vnto them, and thereout 


ſucke they no ſmall advantage. Not to beſo 
good as thy wozde toapooze man, and that to 
lucke out advantage, is here plainelp a badge 
ofa wicked man. Let all Gods childzen,hateto 
lucke ſuch milke from their tennantes. It is 


plaine poiſon, though it ſeeme lweete. Dh that 
men wouldelearneco eſteeme every thing ac; 
coding to his valewe, and that man woulde 
learne to loue man, and not to pꝛelerre a little 


- thicke clay, oꝛ woꝛmes wool befoꝛe man, pea c 


befoze God alſo. God let to Adam al paradiſe, 
referving tohimlelfe but one tree; to teach all 


landloꝛds liber ality to their tenantst. Pharaoh 
lee his land to the Aegyptians, and found them 
leede, reſerving onelp a fift part vntohimlelfe, 


and allowing foure partes to them, and their 


thildꝛen, to liue withall. But moſt ok our land- 


{02s deale quite contrary; they muſt reſerue 
ſheepe commons, and medowes from their tes 
nants, oz elſe they cannot haue their farmes: 
they mult relerue ſo much in truth, that they al⸗ 
moſt leaue nothing foz their tenants, and pet 
they muſt pay ſnch excelliue rentes and fines 
a= | And - 
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-  - - Andhereofcommeth the great complaintes 


of country men, they pay ſo great rents to their 
landlozdes, they buy all thinges ſo deare, that 
they are not able to pay their ſubſidies, oz al- 
molt to line themlelues. Pharaoh was Loꝛd of 


Acgypt, the land was his owne, pet migbt he 


not at his pleaſure vexe and opp zeſſe Gods peo⸗ 
ple, but he was dꝛowned becauſe he did it. So 
thou ( D fooliſh man) by oppꝛelling thy bꝛother, 
if thou gaineſt a pound, chou laieſt vp withall in 
thy chefts among thy treaſure, the anger or god 
againſt the dap of vengeance. Thou knowelt 


not what thouvoeſf. Thou takeſt honey in thy 


mouth, by gaining thoulands . but it is a baite of 
ſatan. and thou ſhalt finde it to be poylon in thy 
heart and in thy bowels, nay it is ſatans heave 
as the learned father S. Auguſtine ſpeaket h. 
D laieth he, trample vnder thy feete Satans 
head, & thou ſhalt eſcape al his other ſtinges 
and prickes. But what meane you by tram- 


pling vnder feete his head? That is, his ſug- 


geſtion, ſaith he. He puts thee in minde of 
great gaine, there is great gaine, there is gold; 

fthou ſhalt vſe this ſubtilty or this pollicie 
thou ſhalt be rich. Surely, ſaith he, this is the 
ſerpentes head, deſpiſe it, tread it vnder thy 
feete. Oh but I ſhal looſe much golde: what 
profits it thee to win all the world & to looſe 
thy ſoule? Let go the loſſe in this woxld, leaſt 
e H4 thou 
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tnou loaie a greaterthing, I mean thy ſoule: 
Thus karre Auguſtine. Gaine by craft, vy op- 
pꝛeſling our bzethzen,by overreaching them, is 
perchance lweete, but refuſe it, tread it vnder 
rhy feete, it is the ſerpents hdad, it is against the 
law and commanvement ol God. 510 © 
This is thelawe ofnature, that every like 
Should loue his like, and that man ſhould doe as 
he would be done vnto. Dulp man of al the ge⸗ 
nerations of creatures loues his like the leaſt, 
and hurts his liße the moſt, and doth the leaſt 
oz him, I ſpeake of wicked men. Of good men 
that is true which Eccleſiaſticus ſaich, that e- 
very beaſt loveth his Ike, and every good 
man his neighbour, TUho nom remembers to 
doe as he woulde b2 done to himſelfe : oz as he 
wiſheth to haue done to his childzen okothers 
alter his death? either in buping oz ſelling, ei- 
Ther in relieving and ſuſteining other, either in 
vemyſing and letting houles, either in exetu- 
ting the wils ok others being put in truſt, be- 
ing left a gardian to oꝛphanes 2 It is miſera- 
ble to ſee and to heare (that J may let the other 
pale) how ſuch gardians oftentimes gird their 
o2phanes, how careleſſe they are otf them, how 
litle they regard the good byinging of them vp 
in many places. But let them looke fox it: God 
in his iuſt iudgement, ſhall appoint ſuch gardi⸗ 
aas g overleers to their childzen as they 4

been to others. He is a father of the fatherleſle, 
he will plague thoſe that hurt them, he is a iuſt 
iudge. As we meaſure to others, ſo ſbal we re- 
teiue our ſelues. J would to God al men could 
learne and remember and marke well this leſ- 
ſon, in all their dealings. Surely it woulde 
make men mercifull if they remembꝛed oz fea⸗ 
red, that they ſhoulde one daye receiue like 
meaſure againe at Gods hands, as they nowe 
meaſured to their bzethzen. But this is true, e 
in the Goſpell often repeated, and by many ex⸗ 


amples confirmed. Adonibezecke had ſeven- Judgenx. 


kings ſerved him at his table having their

thumbes and great toes cut off, and at laſt ſo 
was he himiſelfe handled of Iudah. Pharaoh 
oppꝛeſſed Iſraell whome it pleaſed God to call 
his firſt bozne:and therefoze the Lozd killed in 
Aegypt iu one night all the firſt bozne in Ae- 
gypt. Dives would not giue Lazarus one crum 
ok bzead to relieue his hungry ſoul, and he could 
not alter obtaine one dꝛop of water. The ſtew⸗ 
arde which obtained pardone of his maſter fox 
a thouſande talentes, after impꝛiſoned his fel- 
law ſervant foꝛ an hundzeth pence, and he was 
impꝛiloned himſelſe Mere we may plainelp ſee, 
chumbe fox thumbe, toe ko; toe, firſtboꝛne fo 
firſtboꝛne, dꝛoppe fo2 crumme, pꝛilon fo2 pꝛi⸗ 
ſon, by the Lozd in his iuſt iudgement requited 
even to Kinges, to mightie men. And we that

are meaner, ſhal we eſcape ! No verily:the ſame 
meaſure we meaſure to others our ſelues our

childꝛen ſhal ſuſtaine of the Low. Saul foz his 
owne pleaſure , and to pleaſure the Iſraclites 
would hane hanged the Gibeonites and after- 
ward his childzen were hanged by the Gibeo- 
nites fo} this their fathers attempt, Ahab ſhed 
Nabothes bloud to obtaine his vineparde: and 
after Ahabs ſons bloud was ſhed, though Na- 
both was but ameane man,fo2 the punichment 
of this his fathers fact. So ſurely ſhal god deale 


with all vniuſt dealers, with all covetous per⸗ 


ſons, with al extoꝛtioners, which by fozce, wzith 
the right from the pooze, with al vnmercifull 
Chziſtians, and their child2en fo? ever, fo2 they 
haue bꝛoken the law ol nature, they are become 


wo?le then bꝛuite beaſts. 


The Romaines who were without Chaiff, 
in their civil and politicke lawes, in the darke 
without the true light of the lunne, howe neare 
the marke haue they ſhot? Surely to the great 
ſhame of vs that be Chꝛiſtians and pzofeſſo2s of 
the Goſpell at this day, Firſt they decreed that 
no common things ſhould be lolde, and nowe if 
à purchale be made, choſe things are firſt of all 
looked to, All townes are almoſt decayed and 
vndone, their common things and lands wher⸗ 


by the common ſtocks of their towne hath been 


woont to be maintained, be by ſome W 02 
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other taken from them. Surely in mp indge- 
ment, he that reapes nowe that commodity fox 
himielke, that houlde haue benefited the whole 


towne, ſhalbe never the richer koz it at p yeares 


end; Map it ſhal, as a canker, eate and conſume 


al the reſt of his goods. 

Secondly they eſtabliſhed that no houſes 
ſboulde be bought to be pulled downe. This 
thought they in realõ ſhould be a decap to their 
common wealth. And this we map daily ſee in 
the country, where nowe a daies men wil buy 
houſes, to pul them downe, that they may haue 


a pꝛoſpect, that they may haue a garden oz ſuch 
like pleaſure. And ſo now where Chriſt his fa- 


mily hath beene maintained, growe trees oz 
nettles. It would pitt ie one to heare howe that 
many townes are now almoſt turned to graun⸗ 


ges, all the livings of a great many, being anne⸗ 


xed to one great newe houſe , whole chimnies 
perchaunce ſmoke not once in a tweluemonth. 
That aide can the pꝛince haue, ſo many fami- 
lies decapedꝛoʒ what reliefe can the pooꝛe haue, 
when ſo many handes which ſhould and were a⸗ 
ble to gine, are quite cut oll: Surely nowe this 
one thing weakens the realme, and makes ſg 
manp beggers in molt townes, either by this 
pulling downe ok haules and farmes, oꝛ elſeby

This the Romaines woulde not 
haue done, in the darkeneſſe of paganiſme, and 
ſhall we doe it in the light of Chꝛiſtianity? Let 
all our buildings, our doings, our pleaſures 
be to the gloꝛy of God, and ſtrength ol the coun⸗ 
trie, and to the pꝛolitte ok our neighbours, oz 
els (as Saint Paul ſaith in an other matter) 
Let them be as no doubt they are indeede, A- 
nathema Maranatha, that is accurſed and ac- 
curſed againe, befoze the Maieſty of God. The 
Lo2ds people are his inheritance, as appeareth 
in theſecond Pſalme : Aske of me and I will 
 eiuethee,the heathen for thine inheritance, 
and the vttermoſt parts ofthe world for thy 
poſſeſſion. And in the 127. Pſalm, as it is woꝛd 
foꝛ word in the Hebzewe. Beholde the inheri- 
tance of the Lorde are children, and a wages 
the fruit of the wombe. Childꝛen then are a 
ſpeciall reward, and wages which the Lozd gi; 
vech his lervants: nap they are his inheritance, 
| and 


and who wil ſuffer his inheritance to be impai- 
red? who will loaſe one tote 02 any part theres 
of, but he will haue iudgement, he wil haue law 
againſt the impeacher; againſt the taker away 
thereof? Even ſo verily will the L. oꝛd one day 
tallto actount, and enter into iudgement with 
thole that haue diminiſhed his inheritance, that 
haue decayed towneſhippes, that haue made a 
wilderneſſe, where were houles like flockes of 
ſheepe:And ſurely they ſhall not eſcape without 
condemnation . Man was firft created to the 
glozp ot God, and to this ende were we alſo re⸗ 
deemed, as appeareth in the firſt ofthe Epheſ.: 
that wee ſhoulde be to the pꝛaile of his glozy. 
Now he will be pꝛailed with many mouthes: 
2. Cor. 10. Nome they that hinder this his 
pꝛaiſe, they which doe not that thing which they 
were made foz, can thep eſcape puniſhment? 
And as Gods glozp,ſothe Kinges and Princes 
maieſty and power conſiſteth in the multitude 
of the people, as appeareth 14. Pro. In the mul- 
titude of the people ſaith Salomon is the ma- 
ieſty and glory ofthe king. Bnt the want of 
people is the overthꝛowing ok the Pꝛince. So 
that this buying of houles to pull them downe 
to diminiſh Gods people, to ioine two oz thꝛee. 
farmes in one, is neither Gods gloꝛp, no2 the 
pzincesſafety, noz the common wealthes good, 
and therekoze veterly to be condemned _ dil 
allowed 
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allowed of all good Chaiftians. 
And heare that J may not paſſe over thegrea. 
teſt abuſe of buping and ſelling: There is an o⸗ 
pinion crept into the Church, as J haue heard, 


that it is lawfull to giue money fo} eccleſiaſti- 


| cal livings,foz Biſhopzickes,foz benefices;So 


impudent is now ſinne waxen, that that filthie 
monſter covetouſnclle,is not aſhamed to enter, 
and ſhew her face, even in the houſe of god. But 
let al Gods faithfull miniſters beware of this, 
It is like Eues apple: Though perchance by 
this meanes they be advanced tohonoz, though 
they haue apurpoſe to doe good in gods church, 
pet refuſe this apple, it is foꝛbidden of God. En⸗ 
ter into the ſheepfold by Ieſus Chriſt, and not 
by the windowe. le ſus himſelfe condemnes this 
ſinne as it ſhould ſeeme aboue al others, when 
he came vp to Ieruſalem, firſt of all he went to 
the temple, and rekoꝛmed it. And to declare his 
great milliking ofthis ſinne: Þe which was 
milde and curteous , made whippes of ſmall 


-  coardes, and dꝛaue out them that bought and 


ſolde in the temple. And he which was wont to 
erhozt with woꝛdes, vleth here a holy fozce and 
violence of handes, he overthzew their tables 


and pomꝛed out their money. And he laide ye 


haue made my fathers houſe a houſe of mer- 
chandiſe: And his diſciples marveiled to ſce 
ſuch anger in Ieſus Chriſt. But they _ 

_ 


bꝛed that it was waitten, the zeale of thy houſe 
hath even eaten me vp, and were ſatisfied, The 
like ʒeale ſhould be in all Gods ſervants: they 
thould bee zealous againſt that thing, which 
they knewe offendeth their maſters moſt grie⸗ 
 voully, they ſhould follow their maſters zeale 
and hate this ſinne and deteſt it. And as at his 
firſt comming tv leruſalem, ſo at his laſt com- 
ming, and a little befoze his paſſion, when they 
all cried Hoſannah vnto him, the ſirſt thing he 
did after he came to Ieruſalem, was; he went 
into the temple, and vled the lame violence that 
he had vled befoze, with this concluſion foꝛ our 
inſtruction, My houſe ſhal be called a houſe 
of praier to all nations, but ye haue made it a 
denne oftheeues. As though he ſhould lap, that 
not onely in his fathers houſe as befoze, but in 
his houſe which ſhould be a houle of pꝛaier to all 
nations, this buping and ſelling ſhould not be 
Tawful , This foꝛce of our ſaviour twiſe vled, 
both at his firſt, and laſt commingto Ieruſalem 
wich luch zeal and vehemency, with ſuch a con⸗ 
cluſion, cannot but argue the grievouſneſſe of 
this ſinne.

denne oftheeues. As though he ſhould ſap, that 
not onely in his fathers houle as befoze, but in 
his houſe which ſhould be a houſe of pꝛaꝛer to all 
nations, this buping and ſelling ſhould not be 
awful. This foꝛce of our ſaviour twile vled, 
both at his firſt, and laſt comming to Ieruſalem 
wich luch zeal and vehemency, with ſuch a con⸗ 
cluſion, cannot but argue the grievoulneſſe ok 
this ſinne.

And this was luch a ſinne tothe houſe of Icro- 
boam, that it rooted it dut:and deſtroied it from 
the face ofthe earth: Surelp then he will con- 


demne all inferioz perſons and patrones what 


ſoever, which pꝛelerre into the miniſtery and 
vnlearned miniſters, and alſo make empty their 
hands, (fo ſuch perſons will ſooneſt be cozrup⸗ 
ted, and rather take any thing then they will ſic 
out) and keepe backe ſome part ok their livings 
from them. This ſinne that deſtroyed even the

will not doe. And thole that rebuke thoſe linnes 
are hated fo) their labours. Surely this is the 
time whereok the Lozde ſpeaketh. The pꝛu⸗ 
dent ſhall keepe ſilence in that time, fo2 it is an 
evill time. Men are diſcouraged to ſpeake oꝛ 
to admoniſh, there is ſo little amendment: pet 
Gods wozdis a fire, not in the boſome, but in 
the bones and hearts ok Gods faithful ſervants 
and miniſters, it cannot be kept cloſe oz ſmo- 
thered, with the greene woode oz aſhes of theſe 
wicked ones.

Laffly who woulve wiſhe if be wereinneede,to | 
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that time when hee ſhoulde baue beene at the 
Church, at the Lozds fealk, and if they coſt. him 


but four potindes, he will ſell them his neigh⸗ 
bour giving him halke a peares day of paiment, 


fo2 ſir pounds. This is biting vlury: how could 
he game any wap foꝛty ſhillings by his money 
inſoſhozt aſpace,but this way? And the pooze 
man that ſtandes inneede of theſe oxen fo2 his 
dzaught, muſt needes buy them, his lande muſt 
needes be ploughed, oz elle he cannot line, but 
when the day of paiment commeth,he is vndon. 
The oxen it he ſhould fell them, are woꝛth noe 
moze then they were at the firſt, nay perchance 
wozſe,and pet he is foxced to pay the whole co- 
vetous mans pꝛice, though he ſell all he haue. 
And theſe bargaines are not made in markets, 
but at home in the country of o ighbour to 
another. | | 
Another who wilbe accountedno vſurer, wil 
let one haue twenty pounde oz ſome luch like 
ſumme ok money, do beſtow in ſheepe, who ſhall 
haue the vle ok thele ſheepe fo2 ſeaven peares o2 
ſome ſuch like tearme, as they can agree: and 
ſhall pap him pearely twelue pence a piece rent 
foz every ſheepe, whether they die oz line, and 
at laſt make good the flock, oz els pay the whole 
money againe they coſt. This is not bit ing but 
vndoing vlury. Fon lirſt if ſome ok theſe ſheepe 
die (as it commonly chanceth) then theparty is 
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Hound to pay the rent of them which are deave 
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ſeuven yeares,fo2 nothing. Oz ik all the ſheepe 
die the lirſt peare, as they may do, and as ok late 
it hath falne out, that ſheepe haue died general- 
lin many places, then the party muſt pay rent 


ſeaven peares fo2 nothing, and a great ſumme of 


money at the ſeaven years end fo2 nothing allo. 
And what reaſon oz equity is this? Ik he were 
in neceſlity when he bozrowed this mony:ſure- 
ly when he hathpaied all this, he wil not be re⸗ 
lieved, but veterly vndone by the bargaine. And 
what charity oꝛ lone is this, to bʒing thy bꝛo⸗ 
ther into this hazard oꝛ danger? Secondip if 


the belt that can be, fal out, lo that none of them 


die, pet the lender here erceedes the common 
rate ofvſurers, in lending his money after this 
maner. Fo; they com monlp take but ten in the 
hundzeth, e he taketh after the rate of fifteene:

That ſhal it advantage them ifchay il 
winne al the wozld by their vſury and cunning XZ 
deviſes, and in the end endanger their ſoules? # 
Durelp ſuch chꝛiſtians God will plague; that 
deale ſo vncharitably with their neighbours. 
Theſe men fulfil the laying ol Salomon in the 
Proverb.1 . ca. ver. 20. 21. The poore is hated 
even of his own neighbors, but the rich hath 
many friẽds: Whoſoever deſpiſeth his neigh- 
bour, ſinneth, but bleſſed is he that hath putty 
on the poore. Thou that haſt enough,dealelf | 
thou thus with thy pooze brother? Surely this 
monep.theſe riches,ſhal never pꝛoſper, they ſhal 
tozment thy ſoule, and make thy childzen that 
ſhal inherit them, be plagued after thy death at 
Gods hands; as Ahabs were, though they were 
ſeventy in nũber, though thep were kings ſons, 
though they were never ſo well bzought vp, evẽ.

caſt how he may giue to the pooꝛe, he will every 
weeke lap aſide ſomething fo2 them,. as S. Paul 
counſellech,and he will continue his liberality. 


He will giue to ſeven and to eight, he will giue 


mozning and evening, and all the day long. We 
wil not ſay that churliſh wozv, God ſend pou, 

haue we not lerved enow already? Such a god 
Iy,a mercitul, and bouytifulman the Low choo 
ſech to himlelfe(as we ſing inthe 4.Pfal,) nea- 
reſt and deareſtvntohim.Sucha one was Da- 
vid, whomthat Plalme ſpeaketh of, whom af- 
tex ward. God calleth a man alter his own hart. 
Milt thou be then a man alter gods own hart? 
be liberall and bountiful. Let not thy hand be oz 
pen to take and receiue, but ſhut o; lame when 
thou ſhouldſt giue. Let vs now, laith Eccleſia- 
ſticus, commend the famous men, & our fa- 
thers of whom we are begotten, the Lorde 


hath gotten great glory by them, they haue 
ruledkingdon 


ingdomes. They were rich and migh- 


ty in power & liue quietly at home. Al theſe 


were honourable men in their generations,

them, ſo that their praiſe ſhalbe ſpoken of. 
But there are ſome alſo which haue no me- 
morial and are periſhed, as though they had 
not bene, & are become as though they had 
never beene borne, and their children after 
them.

is preſerved, and their ſeede is contained in

The one okthole, by 
whome Gods name was glozified, which were 
mighty, wel repoꝛted of, and rich in their dates, 
and whole childzen are within the covenant ok 
the Loꝛdes pꝛotection, aud mercy, And theſe 
were all mercifull men, whole righteoulneſle 
that is liberality to the pooze (as sur ſaviour 
cals it. 7. Mat. ver. 1.) remaines foz eber. The 
other generation, were cruell, ſtoute, pꝛoude, as 
appeareth the 6. ot Gen. ver. 11. c they are dead 
like beaſts, without memoꝛial, they did good to 
themſelues and to their childꝛen: but to no bo⸗ 


dyels, as we read in the 49. Pſal. and nam they 
lie in hel like ſheepe, death gnaweth vpon them.

Such a one was Lotte, that ſate foz 
that purpoſe at the gates ofthe citty, that none 
ſhould eſcape him, and he lodged Angels vna- 
wares, as S. Paul ſaith: fewe ſuch houſholders 
at this dap, that fo2 this ende, either lit at their 


. doozes, oz walke to the gates ofthe titty, but

rather to take the aire, to ſpie faults, to ſee and 
to be ſeene. Such a good & merciful magiſtrate 
was Nehemias, who wht he perceiued his peo- 
ple and ſubiectes to be indebted,he ſought by d 
by, meanes to helpe to eaſe them, and conſulted 
with his fellow bꝛethzen, the elders of the citty, 
how this burthen might be lightened. The peo- 
ple were confkrained.colay their lands to gage, 
and even their childꝛen, to buy foode: And their 
continual labour in building the temple , gaue 
an occaſion of this neceſſity, This complaint, 
this hard dealing, greatly grieved Nehemias. 
They were lately delivered all ol them fro the 
poke of the king ol Babylon, & ſhould they now 
bꝛing their bzethzen in bondage again to them- 
ſelues? This grieved the good magiſtrate. And

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the yoke of our ſpirituall Babylon, the Lowe
